notwithstanding. c J

And whereas, by an Act made in the 4 §th year of His present Majesty's reign, 
an Act to permit certain goods imported into Ireland to be warehoused or secured 
without duties due on the importation thereof being first paid, it is enacted, that if, 
shall he lawful for the -importers, proprietors, or consignees of the goods, wares 
and merchandize, enumerated in the Schedule marked A. annexed to the said Act 
to lodge and secure the same in warehouses without payment at the time of tlie first 
entry of such goods, wares and merchandize, of the duties due on the importation

Mr. Staunton, should be at liberty to dispo e 
of the 40 hogsheads of damaged Sugar, and such other part of the cargo as he shall 
think fit, upon payment of the British colonial duty, provided a sufficient quantity of 
Sugar shall afterwards remain in store to satisfy the higher duty; should the same 
be hereafter required.

We regret that your Lordships sliould, in answer to our said Letter, have felt it 
necessary to address us in terms of disapprobation, as in the above transaction we 
do not conceive that we have departed in the smallest degree from the commands of 
his Grace the Lord Lieutenant, conveyed to us in the Chief Secretary's Letter of the 
-J4' h September last, communicated to your Lordships, and referred to in Mr. Caven- 
dish’s Letter of the 17 th instant ; but, on the contrary, we have endeavoured to 
-comply with said order both in letter and spirit, for the security of the Revenue and 
the reasonable accommodation of the Merchant. We therefore, feeling as we do, 
that it is our constant study to perform our duty with fidelity and zeal, cannot avoid 
lamenting that our conduct in this instance should have been so far misunderstood 
by your Lordships as to require the above communication.
